Biden: Petraeus ‘Flat Wrong* 


Senator leads Demoerats’ offensive against top war adviser 


WASHINGTON I President Bush’s war Strategy 
is failing and the top military commander in 
Iraq is “dead flat wrong” for warning against 
major changes, the Democratic chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
said Sunday. 

Ahead of two days of crucial testimony by 
Bush’s leading military and political advisers 
on Iraq, Sen. Joseph Biden indicated that he 
and other Democrats would persist in efforts 
to set target dates for bringing troops home. 


“The reality is that although there’s been 
some mild security progress, there is in fact 
no security in Baghdad or Anbar province,” 
said Biden, a 2008 presidential candidate 
who recently returned from Iraq. 

Gen. David Petraeus and Ambassador Ryan 
Crocker were scheduled to testify before four 
congressional committees, including Biden’s, 
on Monday and Tuesday. Lawmakers will 
hear how the commander and the diplomat 
assess progress in Iraq and their recommen- 


dations about the course of 
war strategy. 

Officials familiar with 
their thinking told The 
Associated Press over the 
weekend that the advisers 
would urge Congress not to 
Biden make significant changes . 

Their report will note that 

while national political progress has been dis- 
appointing, security gains in local areas have 
shown promise, according to the officials who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, (ap)

Aide: Bin Laden 'Virtually Impotent’ 


White House adviser 
says terror leader has 
lost power in al- Qaeda 

WASHINGTON I Seemingly taunting 
Osama bin Laden, President Bush’s 
homeland security adviser said Sun- 
day the fugitive al-Qaeda leader is 
“virtually impotent” beyond his abil- 
ity to hide away and spread anti- 
American propaganda. 

The provocative character- 
ization came just days after bin 


ident Bush about 
Townsend the Iraq war and 

reminds the world 
that he has not been captured. 

Ahead of the sixth anniversa- 
ry of the Sept. 11 terrorist strikes. 
White House aide Frances Fragos 
Townsend made a clear attempt to 


diminish the influence — or the per- 
ception — of the man who master- 
minded those attacks. 

“This is about the best he can 
do,” Townsend said of bin Laden. 
“This is a man on a run, from a cave, 
who’s virtually impotent other than 
these tapes.” 

In appearances on two Sunday 
talk shows, she used the “virtual- 
ly impotent” reference both times, 
suggesting the language was cho- 
sen with careful purpose. 

“We know that al-Qaeda is still 


determined to attack, and we take it 
seriously,” Townsend said. “But this 
tape appears to be nothing more 
than threats. It’s propaganda on 
their part.” 

Townsend was considerably more 
direct than even Bush in rebuking 
bin Laden. The president respond- 
ed to bin Laden’s tape last week by 
saying it was a reminder that the 
world is dangerous and that Iraq 
is part of the war against extrem- 
ists. He never identified bin Laden 
by name, ben feller (ap)

Dems Hold First Debate in Spanish 


Candidates reach out 
to Hispanic voters on 
TV network Univision 

CORAL GABLES, FLA. I Sen. Hillary 
Rodham Clinton insisted Sunday 
night that it was time to start pull- 
ing U.S. troops out of Iraq, as she 
and her rivals for the Democratic 
presidential nomination debated 
the war anew on the eve of a much- 
awaited assessment by U.S. com- 
manding Gen. David Petraeus. 


In the first presidential debate 
ever broadcast in Spanish, Bill Rich- 
ardson challenged Clinton to get 
each and every U.S. soldier out. 

“I’d bring them all home within 
six to eight months,” Richardson 
said in the debate, which took place 
in south Florida and was broadcast 
on Univision, a Spanish-language 
network. “There is a basic differ- 
ence between all of us here. ... This 
is a fundamental issue.” 

Clinton said there is no military 
solution in Iraq. 


“I believe we should start bring- 
ing our troops home,” she said. “We 
need to quit refereeing their civil 
war and bring our troops home as 
soon as possible,” she said. 

That the Democratic Party held 
the debate here is the clearest sign yet 
of the growing influence of Hispanic 
voters. Candidates in both parties are 
reaching out to Hispanics with an 
intensity that speaks to the impor- 
tance of the United States’ largest 
and fastest-growing minority group 
in the campaign, (ap)

Police beef up security 
as ex-PM heads home 
to challenge Musharraf 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Police 
manned roadblocks and rounded 
up supporters of former Prime Min- 
ister Nawaz Sharif, who left London 
Sunday after seven years in exile to 
return to Pakistan and lead a cam- 
paign to topple the country’s U.S.- 
allied military ruler. 

The government of President 
Gen. Pervez Musharraf, who 
ousted Sharif’s elected govern- 


ment in a 1999 coup, has hinted it 
may arrest or deport him when he 
arrives Monday morning, a move 
that would likely sharpen political 
tensions ahead of presidential and 
legislative elections and could trig- 
ger street violence. 

The looming showdown, which 
could further weaken Musharraf s 
faltering grip on power, comes as 
the country battles surging Islamic 
extremism that has spread from the 
Afghan border, where Osama bin 
Laden and other al- Qaeda leaders 
are believed to be hiding. 

“I know that this is a risky course

for me and there can be dangers in 
it,” Sharif told Pakistan’s Geo TV 
channel in an interview broadcast 
Sunday. “But I am doing this for 
Pakistan. Nothing else can be more 
pleasing for me than freeing [Paki- 
stan] from the clutches of military 
dictatorship. I will be happy that for 
a small price — my going to jail — 
Pakistan will get freedom.” 

Authorities stepped up security 
at Islamabad International Airport 
and set up dozens of checkpoints on 
roads leading to it to in an effort to 
stop an influx of Sharif’s support- 
ers.

Iran’s Khamenei: No Weapons Plans 


BAGHDAD I The Iraqi government 
defended its efforts to stabilize the 
country on the eve of a key U.S. 
progress report but said Sunday it 
needs more help and was not ready 
for a timetable on the withdrawal 
of American forces. 

Iraq also issued a new appeal 
to neighboring countries to step up 
assistance at a conference that drew 
delegates from across the Middle 
East and representatives from the 
U.S. and the U.N. 

Foreign Minister Hoshyar Zebari 
said bordering countries had been 
slow to fulfill promises to stem the 
flow of fighters and weapons into 
Iraq. “Iraq’s failure means the fail- 
ure of the whole region and no one, 
in my opinion, will win as a result 
of this,” Zehari warned. 

The U.S. military, meanwhile, 
reported that an American sol- 
dier was killed Sunday in fighting

“While the Iranian nation has 
no atomic bomb and has no plans 


to create this deadly weapon, it is 
still a respected nation” for its spir- 
itual and revolutionary values, he 
told the Guards. 

Iran which has always vigorous- 
ly defended its right to develop its 
nuclear program also denies alle- 
gations by the U.S. and other coun- 
tries that it is looking to develop 
weapons as well, (ap)

Clashes Erupt Amid Annual 
March for Pinochet Victims 

Rock-throwing protesters clashed 
with police hacked by water cannons 
and tear gas Sunday during a march 
paying tribute to victims of the dic- 
tatorship of Gen. Augusto Pinochet. 
Police said at least 30 people were 
detained in the annual march mark- 
ing the 34th anniversary of the Sept. 
11, 1973, putsch that brought Pino- 
chet to power. Smaller and less vio- 
lent than in previous years, it was 
the first coup -anniversary protest 
since the former strongman died in 
Deeember at age 91. (ap) 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA 

First Diamonds Shipped 
Since Easing of Export Ban 

Liberia has shipped its first consign- 
ment of diamonds since the lifting 
of U.N. sanctions that blocked the 
export of so-called “blood dia- 
monds” used to fuel years of war, 
officials said Sunday. A shipment 
valued at about $222,000 left Libe- 
ria last week, government spokes- 
man Laurence Bropleh said. The 
precious gems were a major force 
in the cross-border conflict that 
ravaged Liberia and Sierra Leone 
for more than a decade, (ap) 

HYDERABAD, INDIA 

At Least 20 Feared Dead 
After Dverpass Cellapses 

A highway overpass under con- 
struction in southern India col- 
lapsed Sunday, crushing vehicles 
and pedestrians taking shelter from 
a rainstorm. At least 20 people were 
feared dead, police said. Several peo- 
ple were believed still trapped in the 
rubble after the accident in Hyder- 
abad, local police chief Balwinder 
Singh told reporters, (ap)

McCanns flew back to England 
with their 2 -year- old twins and 
drove to their house in Rothley, 
100 miles north of London. 

Gerry McCann said it was heart- 
breaking to come home without his 
daughter, despite an extensive effort 
to find her. Addressing the police 
suspicions of him and his wife, he 
added: “We have played no part in 
the disappearance of our lovely 
daughter Madeleine.” 

In an interview with the Sunday 
Mirror newspaper, Kate McCann 
said Portuguese police had pushed 
her to confess that she had killed 
Madeleine accidentally, then hid 
her body and pretended the girl 
had been abducted in a cover-up. 

The McCanns say Madeleine 
vanished May 3 from a hotel room 
in Portugal while they were eating 
dinner at a nearby restaurant, (ap) 


Police Break Up 
Ring of Young 
Israeli Neo-Nazis 

JERUSALEM I Poliee on Sunday said 
they have broken up a cell of young 
Israeli neo-Nazis accused of a string 
of violent racist attacks, shocking a 
nation that was founded 60 years 
ago as a refuge for Jews in the wake 
of the Holocaust. 

The eight suspects, all immi- 
grants from the former Soviet 
Union in their late teens or early 
20s, are seen in homemade videos 
kicking helpless victims, hitting a 
man over the head with a bottle 
and proclaiming their allegiance 
to Adolf Hitler in a Nazi salute. 

The eight youths were arrested 
in recent days in eonnection with 
at least 15 attacks against reli- 
gious Jews, foreign workers, drug 
addiets, the homeless and homo- 
sexuals. (AP)

Metro Proposes 45-Cent Fare Hike 


GM John Catoe says 
increases would take 
effect early next year 

WASHINGTON | Metro’s top man- 
ager is scheduled to propose a fare 
increase this week to the transit 
system’s hoard of directors. 

The Washington Post reported 
Saturday that the cost of riding 
Metro would rise an average of 45 
cents under the proposal. 

When he took over the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 


Authority in January, General Man- 
ager John Catoe initially rejected 
plans for a fare increase. Instead, he 
promised to return in the fall with 
plans for a new fare policy. 

Catoe has not commented on 
the details of the proposal, except 
to say the increase would take effect 
early next year. 

The proposal would likely create 
a schedule of fare increases linked 
to growth in economic indicators, 
like the consumer price index. Catoe 
has said he would prefer predeter- 
mined increases on a regular basis 


instead of larger bumps in fares 
every few years.

Some say the proposed increases 
might be palatable. 

“Passengers may be willing to 


pay more if Metro is more respon- 
sive to their needs,” said Dennis 
Jaffe, a member of Metro’s Riders 
Advisory Council. 

Dana Kauffman, a member of 
Metro’s board and a Fairfax Coun- 
ty supervisor, anticipates that rid- 
ers will understand that the sys- 
tem needs more funds to prevent 
future delays. 

“I trust the common sense of our 
riders,” Kauffman said. “The reason 
for almost all of the disruptions has 
been because of [a lack of] invest- 
ment, not bad management.” (ap)

Mothers Sue Juvenile Detention Center for $200M 


NEWPORT NEWS, VA. | The moth- 
ers of two preteen boys who were 
raped while in a detention center 
are each seeking $100 million, 
accusing officials of neglecting to 
provide a safe environment. 

The lawsuits claim damages for 
physical injuries, violations of the 
boys’ civil rights, and pain and suf- 


fering. Named in the suit are the 
city and the director of Newport 
News Juvenile Services. 

One mother states that the 
9 -year-old boy was attacked and 
raped by a 15-year-old cell-mate 
in September 2003. The mother

The two sexual assaults, which 
occurred at the city’s old Juvenile 
Detention Center, prompted an 
internal review that found that 
the city employees who super- 
vised the children followed state 
rules in placing the juveniles

Comics Heed the Call 


Comic books find new 
audience when released 
first on mobile phones 

I N N 0 VAT 1 0 N I Sean Demory realized 
a long-held dream of becoming a 
published comic book writer when 
“Thunder Road,” a post-apocaljrptic 
adventure he developed with artist 
Steven Sanders, was released. 

“Tve been plugging away and 
pitching things for 15 to 20 years,” 
Demory said. “This is the first one 
that landed in fertile soil.” 

But don’t look for the tales of 
Merritt and his buddies on the 
shelves of a comic book store or even 
the Internet. “Thunder Road” is the 
first comic book released in the U.S.

exclusively on a cell phone, part of a 
lineup of mobile comic books offered 
by Kansas City-based uClick. 

Several companies are experi- 
menting with putting printed mate- 
rial on mobile phones, including 
publisher HarperCollins’ announce- 
ment this summer it would begin 
putting excerpts of new books on 
Apple Inc.’s iPhones. 

Mobile comic books are still in 
their infancy in the U.S. — uClick 
says it’s grown to about 55,000 read- 
ers per month in the first year of 
offering its GoComics service. 

But it touches on two strength- 
ening trends: comic book creators 
looking to leap to the digital arena, 
where production and distribution 
are cheap, and the demand by wire- 


less providers for data-rich applica- 
tions to drive future revenues. 

For $4.49 per month on Verizon, 
or $3.99 per month on AT&T and 
Sprint, subscribers can view nearly 
a dozen different traditional comic 
books. There’s also a separate sub- 
scription service for Japanese com- 
ics called manga. 

Mobile comics have been a cel- 
lular mainstay for years in manga- 
crazy Japan, where some titles 
already begin life on cellphones 
before going to print. 

Sanders, who did the art for 
“Thunder Road” as well as Image 
Comics’ “Five Fists of Science,” said 
the smaller screen does pose some 
challenges, as space is at a premium. 
But he said the single panels also 
allow creators to better control how 
their audience reads the story, pre- 
venting them from ruining surprises 
by glancing at the next page. 

“I think the future of comics 
itself lies in digital format,” he

REDSKINS I OK, SO maybe Clinton 
Portis still is a No. 1 back, despite 
tbe knee injury that cost him all of 
preseason. And Antwaan Randle 
El? Yes, his career-high 162 yards 
receiving more than makes his case 
as a No. 2 receiver. 

And the Washington Red- 
skins? They don’t have the gloomy 
feeling of starting the season with 
an upset loss at home the way they 
did last year. 

The Redskins got the morale

NFL I Randy Moss caught a long 
pass and stepped into the end zone, 
flashing the dominant playmaking 
ability that made him one of NFL’s 
most feared wide receivers. 

Looks like it’s time for opposing 
defenses to get scared again. 

Moss caught nine passes from 
Tom Brady for 183 yards and a 
touchdown in his New England 
debut, leading the Patriots to a 
38-14 victory over the New York 
Jets on Sunday. 

“I was nervous before the game,”

continued his mastery of the Jets, 
improving to 7-0 against them at 
Giants Stadium, and 11-2 overall.

Manu Chao sets his 
political opinions to 
intense, diverse music 

MUSIC I It’s been six years since 
the globe-trotting anti-globalist 
Manu Chao’s last studio album. 
What emerges on “La Radiolina” 
is a sound that is familiar to fans 
of his past albums, but more urgent 
and complicated. 

As with the acclaimed “Clan- 
destino” and “Proximo Estacion: 


Esperanza” albums, Chao delivers 
his signature stew of rhythmic rock, 
ska and Latin with chunks of world 
music influences thrown in. And 
again there are the splashes of the- 
matic sounds that come in and out 
of songs throughout the album. The 
siren and the driving punk guitar 
riffs heard repeatedly across tracks 
send the message that Chao is now 
urging his audience to open them- 
selves to his message about the dan- 
gerous state of the planet. 

In the breakout single “Rainin in 


Paradize,” Chao points to turmoil 
in Zaire, Congo and in Baghdad, of 
which he says “It’s no democracy, that

STATUE I With nearly six months 
until Hollywood’s biggest party, 
everyone already is thinking 
about the Academy Awards. Not 
many will admit that the thought 
of winning an Oscar crosses their 
minds, though. 

“Pass,” Oscar winner Cate 
Blanchett said with a laugh, declin- 
ing to discuss the awards prospects 
for “Elizabeth; The Golden Age,” the 
follow-up to 1998’s “Elizabeth” that 
earned the actress her first nomi- 
nation. 

Surely people who haven’t 


won an Oscar must fret over their 
chances? 

“No,” said Brad Pitt, a past nom- 
inee for “Twelve Monkeys” who 
delivers a potent performance as 
the legendary Old West outlaw in 
“The Assassination of Jesse James 
by the Coward Robert Ford. “And I 
don’t read the tabloids, either.” 

Both Blanchett’s and Pitt’s mov- 
ies are playing the Toronto Interna- 
tional Film Festival, which (with its 
Telluride and Venice counterparts) 
marks the unofficial start of awards 
season by showcasing prestige pro- 
ductions looking to catch some early 
Oscar buzz. 

Whether any festival entries 
will maintain awards momentum 
through nominations day on Jan. 


22 and the 80th Oscars ceremo- 
ny on Feb. 24 remains to be seen. 
The idea for studios and publicists 


is simply to trot out the films, get 
the stars and filmmakers to mug 
for photographers at red-carpet 


premieres and hope the critics say 
nice things such as “Oscar-worthy 
performance.” 

Other Toronto films that will get 
the once-over by awards watchers 
include “Michael Clayton,” with 
Oscar winner George Clooney in 
a sober legal drama; director Sean 
Penn’s “Into the Wild,” the real-life 
tale of a fiercely independent young 
man (Emile Hirsch) who came to a 
tragic end in Alaska; and “The Brave 
One,” with two-time Oscar winner 
Jodie Foster delivering a chilling per- 
formance as a woman who turns vigi- 
lante after a violent ordeal. 

Actors brush aside Oscar ques- 
tions, not wanting to appear covet- 
ous of that little golden statue. Cloo - 
ney, a supporting-actor winner for 
“Syriana,” said they all think about 
the Oscars, though. 

“Every actor in the world would 
be lying if they denied that some- 
how in their head they had always 
wanted to win an Oscar,” Clooney

“Falling Man” (9 p.m., Discovery 
Times) recalls one of the most 
powerful photographs to emerge 
from the terrorist attacks of Sept.

Rabbis who perform 
interfaith marriages 
are in great demand 

Rabbi Barry Tuchman has no con- 
gregation, no ties to a recognized 
Jewish movement and an ordina- 
tion that was far outside the norm 
for American Jewish clergy. 

But the interfaith couples who 
contact him don’t want to see his 
diploma. They want to know wheth- 
er he’s willing to marry them. And 
Rabbi Barry, as he calls himself, is 
ready to oblige. 

He officiates anywhere; in 
churches, alongside Christian 
clergy, on the Jewish Sabbath and 
at Roman Catholic weddings. A stu- 
dent of Shamanism, he can perform 
American Indian rituals, too. 

“What I do,” Tuchman said, 
“is throw the liturgy out the win- 
dow.” 

Interfaith couples whose rabbis 
won’t marry them are going to the 
fringes of American Judaism to find 
someone who will. And there are 
plenty of rabbis for hire. 

Rabbis with unconventional, 
even dubious, credentials will cre- 
ate ceremonies that can look Jew- 
ish, even if they’re not. Fees can 
run into the thousands of dollars, 
but business is booming. The rab- 
bis have more work than they can 
handle. 

“It’s religion in America for a 
new generation,” said Rabbi Rich- 
ard Hirsh, executive director of 
the Reconstructionist Rabbini- 
cal Association, which represents 
rabbis in his movement. “It’s pretty 
much an individual consumer cul- 
ture of professional services. They 
are used to getting the services that 
they want.” 

The intermarriage rate for U.S. 
Jews has been above 40 percent 
since at least the 1990s, accord- 
ing to researchers for the 2001 


National Jewish Population Sur- 
vey. As the rate has climbed, so, 
too, has pressure on pulpit rabbis 
to perform the ceremonies. Advo- 
cates for interfaith families say offi- 
ciating at the weddings can increase 
the odds that couples will raise their 
children Jewish. 

Most rabbis aren’t convinced. 

The Conservative and Ortho- 
dox movements bar rabbis from 
performing the ceremonies. Even 
in the Reform and Reconstruction- 
ist branches, considered the most 
welcoming to interfaith families, 
leaders think most of their rabbis 
won’t marry the couples, either. And 
those who will officiate often set 
limits that couples consider deal- 
breakers; no church weddings or 
non- Jewish clergy. 

“This is really the biggest issue 
in American Jewish life today,” 
said Rabbi Charles Kroloff, co-

chairman of a new Reform move- 
ment task force on intermarriage. 
“Some rabbis feel if they officiate at 
the interfaith ceremony that’s like 
approving it, so they draw a line in 
the sand.” 

Independent rabbis like Tuch- 
man have been crossing that line 
in a big way. 

Rabbi Roger Ross and his wife, 
the Rev. Deborah Steen Ross, run 


Loving Hearts Ceremonies in 
New York. They once performed 
a Jewish- Christian marriage that 
included Wiccan prayer, a Celtic 
apple -dunking, and a few words 
in Klingon for the groom — a 
“Star Trek” fan. 

“It’s your wedding,” said Ross, 
who said he has performed several 
hundred mixed-faith ceremonies. 
“As long as it’s legal and respectful, 
why shouldn’t you have things in it 
that you want?” 

Rabbi Monte Sugarman gen- 
erally does what the couples ask, 
as long as ministers who officiate 
with him don’t pray in the name 
of Jesus. 

“When I opened myself up to 
interfaith weddings, I decided 
that I was going to do ever)J;hing 
because we were already outside of 
Jewish law,” said Sugarman, a hos-

pital chaplain who lives near Sara- 
toga Springs, N.Y. But, he insists, 
“we’re totally Jewish. I don’t care 


what other people say. We’re just 
more interfaith about it.” 

There are few legal risks for cou- 
ples hiring rabbis they do not know. 
Most cities and states have loose, if 
any, regulation of marriage offici- 
ants. The government does not want 
to be in the role of deciding who is 
properly ordained. 

Independent Rabbi Shimon Ber- 
ris of Cherry Hill, N. J., sees himself 
as a hero, not a mercenary. 

“I think these people should 
be helped, should be assisted and 
also should feel their religion is not 
throwing them out the door,” Ber- 
ris said. 

Berris created the Interfaith 
Clergy network, which has more 
than 50 Jewish, Protestant and 
Catholic clergy on call, and arrang- 
es as many as 600 intermarriages 
alone annually. Couples pay him 
$600 for one clergyman and $900 
for two. He takes a $100 cut for each 
event he sets up, while officiating at 
some of the services himself 

“Everybody has their own idea 
of what’s right,” Berris said. “It’s the 
way we live now. People don’t live in 
ghettos anymore.” rachel zoll (ap)

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A Streetcar Is Desired

The trains of the past 
may help build the 
cities of the future 

In simpler days of main streets 
and bowler hats, a streetcar sys- 
tem meant a town had “arrived.” 

But the clatter of the nickel in 
the farebox, the motorman’s dou- 
ble-clang of the bell and the slow 
lurch down the track faded quickly 
after World War II. 

In the 1920s, there were 
about 1,200 electric lines operat- 
ing across the country, providing 
about 15 billion rides per year. By 
the 1970s, the number of cities 
with real streetcar systems was 
down to about five. 

But they are making a comeback 
in several American cities, and more 
have plans in the wings, projects 
largely development- driven to revi- 
talize sagging urban areas. 

The streetcar Renaissance stems 
from planners who see them not 


only as people-movers, but also 
as engines of urban development 
dealing with, and encouraging, a 


gradual demographic shift back to 
cities by people who like the conve- 
nience, miss the social interaction

and want to rely less on cars. 

Most newer lines are less than five 
miles long, but transit officials in cit- 
ies such as Little Rock, Ark.; Tampa; 
Kenosha, Wis.; Portland, Ore.; Taco- 
ma, Wash., and elsewhere say they are 
making a difference in rejuvenating 
sagging urban areas. 

Charles Hales, senior vice presi- 
dent of the engineering firm HDR, 
which works on many streetcar proj - 
ects, says as many as 60 American 
cities are in some stage of streetcar 
planning or development, “depend- 
ing on how you count it.” 

Some cities are using refurbished 
old-style oak-and-iron rattlers, 
“heritage lines,” while others such 


as Portland have opted for sleek, 
Czech-made cars that can carry 
more than 100 passengers. 

Portland ridership, initially pro- 
jected to be 3,500 per day, now tops 
9,800 and is growing at about 17 
percent per year. The city is put- 
ting together about $75 million to 
match federal money to expand the 
lines from downtown to the city’s 
east side, on the other side of the 
Willamette River. 

The newlines no longer are the 
commuter systems they once were. 
They are designed to lure people 
back into cities, keep them there, 
and perk up decaying, underused, 
and undertaxed former industrial 
sites and similar areas. And it seems 
to be working. 

Portland has seen about $2.5 bil- 
lion in new construction, includ- 
ing 7,248 new housing units with- 
in three blocks of the line since the 
plan was announced in 1997. 

“Developers see streetcars as an 
indication of permanence when they 
make investments,” said Len Bran- 
drup, director of transportation in 
Kenosha, outside Chicago. 

He said the past century has seen 
an “unhooking” of land use decisions 
and transportation planning. 

“Portland is ahead of the coun- 
try in trying to rehook them,” in 
the process reducing auto use and 
parking space demands, he said.

I can’t resist asking about your writ- 
ing work on the James Bond series. 
Is the follow-up to “Casino Royale” 
going to be a direct sequel? 

Yes, it’s a direct sequel. It starts 
two minutes after the last scene 
in “Casino Royale.” It is not based 
on a book; it is an original concept 
that I worked out with the produc- 
ers and director.
